In commenting on the importance 
of this effort to keep students in 
school, Dr. Finkelstein quoted Pres¬ 
ident Kennedy: “The greatest growth 
in labor demand today is for highly 
trained professional workers with six 
teen or more years of education. The 
second fastest growing demand is for 
technical and semi-professional work¬ 
ers with one to three years of post- 
high school education.'' 


Betty Crocker Scholarship 
Available For Senior Girls 

The Betty Crocker Scholarship Ex¬ 
amination for Young Homemakers 
will be given December 3. This is a 
scholarship for high school senior 
girls who plan to enter college. 

The school winner will receive a 
certificate and pin at graduation. The 
student obtaining the highest score 
from each school competes for a 
$1,500 state scholarship and a $500 
runner-up award. State winners are 
awarded an all expense paid trip to 
Washington, D.C., Williamsburg, Va., 
and New York City and a chance to 
win a $5000 scholarship.

Through the Foster Parent’s Plan, the students of Bushwick have 
given a lii*e Chinese girl a chance for a boiler life and future. Each 
student with his monthly contribution earns the title of foster 
parent. 

The little girl, Mei Yuk Chan, is 
seven years old. She comes from 
! a very poor family who lives in a ten 
by six foot shack in the slums of 
Hong Kong. This dwelling is called 
home by Mei Yuk, her parents, and 
five brothers and sisters. 

Mei Yuk’s father works hard and 
long for a meager $31.50 a week. This 
money is not enough to clothe, feed 
and educate the Chan family. With 
our help Mei Yuk will now get a 
chance to go to a decent school and 
be dressed properly. Her parents are 
veiy happy that their daughter will 
now receive help and grow up with 
the things they are unable to provide 
for her. 

Through our help, which is approx¬ 
imately $180 a year, separated ipto 
$15 monthly allotments, Mei Yuk will 
be given clothing consisting of winter

Pina Deninno, 7-1, brought great 
honors to Bushwick by winning a na¬ 
tion-wide Italian contest. 

The exam which, resembles the Ital¬ 
ian Regents, consisted of dictation, 
oral and reading comprehension, 
grammar and culture. The mark she 
attained in the exam was 96 per cent. 

Last April, Pina was the winner 
of the state-wide Italian contest. She 
received a gold medal for her achieve¬ 
ments at ceremonies held at Columbia 
University. Other students besides 
Pina represented Bushwick in the 
state-wide Italian contest. They too 
got recognition by receiving cer¬ 
tificates. 

By winning the state-wide Italian 
contest Pina became eligible to com¬ 
pete in the nation-wide Italian con¬ 


test as New York's representative. 

Pina also received a certificate and 
book from the Italian Teachers Asso¬ 
ciation, a letter of commendation from 
the Superintendent of Schools and an 
offer from Dr. Forsheit to teach in 
Bushwick when she has finished 
college. 

At Bushwick, one might say she is 
majoring in languages since she takes 
Spanish and Italian. After high school 
she plans to attend Brooklyn College. 
She hopes to continue to major in 
Spanish and Italian while in college 
in order to become an interpreter. 

This test is sponsored by the Italian 
Teachers Association and is usually 
given in April of each year. Italian 
teachers for each class select candi¬ 
dates for the examination and are 
tested here at school.
